|The organic changes setting in might, 
as every psychologist .is aware, be 
subconsciously felt, to give rise to 
the prephecy of impending death. 

| So, too, prophecy of the death of 
‘others may be possible through sub- 
conscious perception of telltale signs 
}of ill health in the features, posture, 
,or manner of the person whose 
jdeath is correctly predicted. 

| ‘That man has death stamped on 
!his face’ is a phrase more than once 
heard by me, spoken of people known 
to be ill.

Or telepathy may have a great deal

Such a record is 
good enough for any country and for 
any crop, and it might be inferred 
that the assertion was made in re- 
ference to some country that had 
been settled for generations, But it 
does not. It refers to a part of West- 
ern Canada, a country of which the

plished during the present genera- 
tion, and is still going on. The crop 
that hag never failed in three-quar- 
ters of a century is potatoes—-the 
homely spud—and the district in 
which they have been grown success- 
fully for so long a pericd surrounds 
Edmonton—the capital city of the 
Province of Alberta. 

This district is acqutring for fts 
potatoes a reputation far beyond the 
limit of its immediate neighborhood. 
Farmers here may not be able to 
grow oranges anid lemons and grape 
fruit, but they are growing spuds and 
sending them where those fruits aro 
grown, and probably making as much 
money out of them as the other fel- 
lows are out of their oranges. This 
may seem a tail statement, but it 
must be remembered that for the 
capital invested the former has much 
more land to grow his potatoes on 
them than the latter has to grow his 
oranges on, Consignmente of Alberta 
potatoes have this year been sent to 
California, Washington, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, Missouri, Dlinois, North Dakota 
and Minnesota, as well as to the east- 
ern provinces of Canada and British 
Columbia. 

The peculiar qualities of the soil 
acd the climate that have made 
Western Canada’s grain famous oli 
over the world no doubt, have some- 
thing to do with the excellence of the 
potatoes grown here. The early set- 
Uers who grew potatoes seventy-five 
years ago on the land—where now 
the magnificent buildings of the Pro- 
vincial Government stand—noted the 
excellent qualities of their crop and 
the heavy yields; and so have those 
who have grown them in the sur- 
rounding country ever since in stead- 
{ly increasing quantities, At first 
only sufficient for domestic use were 
grown; then with the coming af the 
railway outside points began to be 
supplied and in 1917 an export trade 
was begun, 

The success of the potato industry 
in Central Alberta is due to four ex- 
cellent qualities which tubers grown 
here possess; they yield heavily, tuey 
are free from disease, they cook well 
and they are good eating. Moreover, 
growers are not troubled with the 
potato bug, that spoiler of many 
crops in other parts of the continent. 
Those who have been growing pota- 
toes on a fairly large scale, planting 
from fifty to sixty acres annually 
sey thoir yields have been from 350 | 
to 500 bushels to the acre. These are 
yields that will compare favorably 
with any obtained anywhere. And 
the eagerness with which there pota- 
toes are bought by buyers from all 
parts of the continerit is sufficient 
evidence of their quality. 

The potato industry in Central Al- 
berta, however, is still in its infancy. 
It is only during the last year or two 
that any steps have been taken to

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Sugar Dealers Disturbed 
By Recent New Jump in Prices 


Manufacturers Increase the Selling Figures $2.00 a Hundredweight 
—Still Retail Price Is Unchanged—lIt Is Fixed on the 
Cost of Commodity Held in Stock, 


Calgary, June 28—Both WHO IGGRI OE Ne 


and retailers are somewhat disturbed 
over the recent order to tae effect 
that the B. C, Refinery had raised tie 
price of sugar $2 per 100 pounds, 
coming as it did on the heels of the 
federal government's order making 
such increase illegal, unless permis- 
sion had been secured from the board 
of commerce. The result is that local 
wholesalers aave not put the new 
price into effect, and are operating 
under the recent government order 
Jimiting their profit to five per cent. 
on the average cost. The coast manu- 
facturers have increased their prices 
by three cente a pound in the last 
eight days. 

A prominent retailer stated Monday 
that sugar would go down in price if 
the dealers complied with the new 
law. 

Some retailers are advertising sugar 
at $21.72 retail per 100 pounds, basing 
their selling price on the average cost 
of the stock on hand. 

In the past !t has been the custom 
for wholesalers to advance the price 
of the stock of sugar immediately 
upon rece!pt of advices from tiie re- 
finery that the price had advanced. 
In this way the wholesalers were 
allowed to increase the price of sugar 
and reap an add'tional profit. The 
new government order prohibits this. 
When a decrease in evgar was ordered 
the wholesaler was forced to decrease 
the price and etand tre loss entailed. 

Cause of Iucrease 

The KB. (. Sugar Refinery have 
always quoted sugar at the point of 
delivery, in this manner retaining 
controé of the car until the destina- 
tion was reached. A prominent whole- 
saler declared Monday that, in h's 
opinion the new price wae set by the 
coast refinery simply ‘because thre 
stock of raws ‘iad been diminished 
and the present price was based upon 
the cost of production solely. For 
some time the price of sugar from 
ths B. C. Refinery has been much 
lower than that which was offered by 
eastern refineries, but now that the 
old stock of raws purcaased at a 
comparatively low figure, had been 
used up it is saiq an increase must be 
expected. 

24% Cents a Pound 

Tie newyprice, jf held to be legal, 
means that sugar to the retailer will 
cost $22 per 100 pounds. This price, 
by the time {it passes tho retailer to 
the hands of the consumer, will have 
reached the price of $24.25, allowing 
both wholesaler and retailer a_ five 
per cent. profit. This price, again, is 
$1.25 above tie maximum set by the 
board of commerce. 

Local retailers are not content with 
the maximum profit allowed of five 
per cent. A wire was despatched to 
the secretary of the Retail Merchants’ 
Association of Canada, setting forth 
the claim of the retailer to a higher 
percentage. It was siown that the 
cost of conducting a reta!l business as 
compared to @ Wholesale house was 
just double, and therefore a minimum 
of 10 per cent. was essential.

TORONTO TIED 
———UPBY STRIKE: 


Wages From 55 Cents to 66 
Cents Per Hour 


Toronto, June 23—Street car 
service on the lines of the Toron- 
to Railway company was entircly 
suspended Wednesday morning, 
as the result of the long expected 
strike of the employes, who de- 
| mund an increase in wages from 
| 55 cents to 66 cents an hour. 

Except in the outlying dis- 
tricts, on the lincs of the civic- 
owned railways, there are no 
street cars in operation Wedaocs- 
day morning. No attempt will be 
made by the Toronto Railway 
company to run cars ou their 
system, The jitneys are taking 
care of the dowk-town traffic 
fairly well. 

The city, it 1s understood, will 
dccline this year to make formal 
application to the Ontario rall- 
way board requesting that they 
provide a service.

‘Prof. L. W. Gill Tells Canadian 
Club of Need for Technical 
Education

FEW FULLY TRAINED 


Tells of Work Being Done by the 
Dominion and Provincial 
Governments 


Just how far the present system of 
elementary education falls short in 


tive capacity of the Individual was 
jtold to Canadian Club members at 
their noon Juneaeon in the Macdonald 
Wednesday by Professor L. W. Gill, 
| director of tecanical education for the 
|} dominion, who in describing the work 
jof technical education touched on 
;many conditions to which technical 
jeducation might bring a remedy, 

“When I teil you that only one per 
cent. of the population je fully trained 
lfor citizensiip, you will weil realize 
| that something Is necessary toward an 
improvement of our elementary sys- 
}tem of education,” declared Professor 
Gill. 


Quotes Statistics 

| “Statistics proved,’ tne speaker 
jadded, “that 60 per cent of Canadian 
children only attend school unti) they 
are 14 years of age, and but 30 to 40 
per cent. of these children complete 
the work of the elementary school. 
Taking the whole of Canada, but be- 


tween 15 and 20 per cent. enter tie | 


high senoo! and of this number not 
more than five per cent. complete the 
high school work. From that num- 
{ber between one and two per cent. 
enter the university and bute half of 
|those who enter tue university com- 
[plete their full university training. 
Only one per cent. of them are there- 
fore trained full for responsible citi- 
zenship. Ninety-nine per cent. have 
to Bo out and shift for themselves,” 
Dr. Gill asserted. 

But the remaining ninety-nine mer 
cent. had just as much right to expect 
training as the one per cent. and 
taerein iay 
education which federal and provin- 


foster and develop, 
Spoke in Vancouver 
Professor Gill came to 
from his trip to the coast where he 
addressed the Canadian Manufactur- 
ers’ Association and he spoke before 
the Canadian Club as an ase'stant in 
the administration of that act by 
which the federal government last 
| year appropriated $10,000,000 for the 


|furtherance of technical education in | 
provinces where provincial adminis- | 


| trations were willing to give dolar for 
j dollar With the federal government 
toward tae avork, 


This technical education act, which | 


is admin.stered under the department 
of labor, calls for a joint agreement 
between the province and tie minster 
of labor, and has now met approval 
from each of the Canadian provinces, 
Professor Gill told his audience, 

The department of labor, in regard 
to the act, has dec.ded to follow as 
{ts policy the granting of aid to pro- 
vinces In carrying on such work as 
is not already provided for. Provision 
already made, touches training in 
agriculture and the professions, 
the training called for by the act 
is along those lines that will fit the 
ividual for useful employment. 

Not of Right Kind 

Dealing with present education, 
the speaker said the fault was not 
;that we had too much education as 
some people belleve, but rather of the 
jfact that this education was not of 
|the right Kind and not sufficiently 
diversified. Train a boy to stick to his 
job and not run away from it was 
the principle to be followed, 
would not leave farms for the city if 
they were trained along the right 
line; trained, for instance, to run a 
tractor, to judge grain, to choose cat- 
}tle. And the same conditions apply 
| to the factory boy who should not be 
made a part of the machine which he 
operates, 

The children, who comprise the raw 
material for the country s educatgonal 
policy, was the greatest asset the 
| country possessed, And the principle 
to be followed in future education 
;must be first of all to thoroughly sort 
| this raw material—-some for the avo- 
jcations that call for mental effort; 
some for physical effort and some for 
} the co-ord nate, It must be the func- 
tion, the speaker declarad, to 
thoroughly sort the youth of the 
country according to their adaptation, 
The present elementary system of 
education assumed that all mentality 
|were the same, which undoubtedly 
| was a mistake, 

Stress on the development of char- 
acter and good habits was also made 
}by the speaker. 
| More Accommodation Needed 
| Assuming that 25 per cent of the 
) ninety-nine per cent. could ope 
thoroughly trained, Professor Gill tn 
telling of the problems now confront

jing the dominion tn the matter of 
;education, said that present high 
school accommodation would only 
meet the demand of ten per cent, 
thereby calling for the necessity of 
}two and one half times more high 
school accommodation. The great 


financial cost and the great difficulties 
in securing the right kind of teachers 
; were two of the main probiems fac'ng 
jthe department at the present time. 
jif the dominion government put up 
three millions a year, the amount 
|} would still be inadequate Teachers 
would have to be specially selected 
jfrom the productive flelds. These, 
therefore, were the main problems 
feconfronting those endeavoring to im- 
prove the educational policy, 

The relationsh ps between 
partment of labor and the province 
jof Alberta were particularly warm, 
Professor Gill said In closing. He also 
paid a glowing tribute to the intense 
interest in all educational matters 
shown by Hon. G, P. Smith.
